source states they cannot be used because of their slow rotation speed, and 
the other cutting machines need to be repaired, In addition, the plant has 
four gear polishing machines (fogkoagoru gop) in excellent condition: two pre- 
cision universal Schlesinger type lathes in good condition; 10 to 12 obsolete 
prinders or lathes (marogep), type and manufacture unknowm; two revolving 
Pittler type lathes, one of which is in very poor condition; eight toe ten conte 
gear shapers, type and make unknown; one Rambowa type drilling machine; two 
turning lathes (sikesztergapad); three polishing drums (hengerkosgoru); one 
Soviet-manufactured polishing drwny and 12 to 15 obsolete turning Lathes.

3o In Janmary 19,8, when Mogurt FPopaskerekgyar was nationalised, akilled workers 
were earning about 1,600 forints per month, When the first production norms 
were introduced,wapes dropped to B00 to 900 forints per month and with higher 
production norms, wares now average 450 to 550 forints per month, Source 
believes this drop in wages is in part the cause for the wrkers! low morale.
